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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
12 are seen as claiming a cryopump with an integral valve with coaxial passages. The 
prior art show a crypump with a coaxial passage and valves for each conduit of the 
coaxial passage. No teaching can be found to make the valves into an integrated 
assembly. Applicant has provided reasons for making the assembly as an integrated 
unit that overcomes a design choice reasoning by serving multiple purposes with one 
part. No reference can be found that teaches an integrated valve for a cryopump which 
serves multiple valving functions with only one through-hole. Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
